I go into tids because yiu encoui’aged Headrick to get help. That i’s what -donaliue 
did and the res id t is another corruption of one of the most important events in our 
liistory. Altlipuglx the record is to the contrai’y, I hope tliat tlie day will come when 
agents and publialicMycease getting all the toiTible stuff that so confused the people 
into their hands. 

I liavo no reason to believe tliat any major publisher is yet willing to consider 
solid, factual writing about the ssassination. If tliis situation changes all my work, 
my unpublished writing find all the records I*vo obtained, will be at Hood College, 
here in Frederick.
